Testart States 
Housing* Situation 
National Problem 

Shortage Is Impeding 
The Re-establishment 
01 Student Veterans 

Toronto, rFebruary 7.— (CUP) — 
At a mass meeting held on Tuesday 
in Convocation Hall, Maurice Joe 
Testart told a group of 400 stu- 
dent veterans that the main prin- 
ciple of all the proposals in the 
National Conference of Student 
Veterans brief is that "The success- 
ful rehabilitation of Canada's ex- 
serviceman Is a continuation of the 
national war emergency. 

Mr. Testart, one of two Ontario 
members of NCSV said that when 
the council presented the brief to 
members of the Parliamentary 
Committee on Veterans Affairs in 
Ottawa, this principle was stressed 
mainly In connection with the na- 
tional housing problem. When they 
received the reply that the housing 
difficulty was a problem for prov- 
inces and private enterprises, the 
NCSV stated that rehabilitation is 
a federal responsibility, and if lack 
of housing ;endangers : the service- 
man's re-establlshmènt, then it is 
up to the Federal Government to 
take steps to . avert failure of its 
own legislation,. '. ■ 

The speaker stressed the part that 
the Canadian ' Légion 'has played 
in aiding Veterans; It 'was stressed 
by the speaker that Mhe Canadian 

Legion is "mainly responsible for 
veterans taking educational train- 
ing."

In Brooklyn, , McGill . will 
hold thé affirmative while here in 
Montreal they have the negative 
Shcrwin Raymond of the faculty 
of Medicine, Gerald Chamess of 
Science, Rolland La Prairie of 
Arts, and James Hemens of Law 
were chosen, 

Mr. Raymond compared the ré- 
sulta of the League of Nations to 
the present dayir.^ted J(fatipns Or- 
ganlzatlbnl'Hê'^'iâtèd' that' the main 
weainess of the League of Mationa 



was that the United States was not 
<a member and that they had no 
power to .enforce their rulings. The 
U.N.O. is different to ttiis. 

Mr. Chamess ■ based his argu- 
ments on the various types of 
worlds in the last thirty years. He 
drifted from the economic status to 
thé tyranning of war. He concluded 
his arguments ;Krith^;the fact that 
we are advancing; to a. world peace. 
There is a science of -opportunity, 

Mr, La Prairie discussed the dif- 
ference between )the League of 
Nations and the UXO; He argued 
that the League did not have the 
energy, the willingne&s to carry out 
to an end any of their problems. 

Mr. Hemens argued that peac? 
could only be won by an inter» 
national view, declaring that a5 
long as nationalism exists, peace 
cannot traly. exist, "This time," he 
declared, "the countries are willing 
to settle their disputes peacefully."

George J. Klein 
Active in Muskox 

Scientists Congregate 
At Winnipeg Locale 
Of Coming Operation 

Winnipeg, Feb. 7.— (CUP)-One 
of the principal personalities in- 
terviewed by CUP. reporters here, 
in connection with Exercise Musk- 
ox, was George J. Klein. Mr. Klein, 
who has carried on extensive re- 
search in the designing of ski 
planes and •snowmobiles, has been 
made a Member of the British Em- 
pire for his war work. 

Mr. Klein, a graduate in 1938 of 
the University, of Toronto depart- 
ment of Mechanical Engineering, 
has been associated since his grad' 
uatlon with the National Research 
Council. Now at Muskox, he is 
advising the army on last minute 
problems of new equipment. When 
the trailers drawn by snowmobiles 
proved cumbersome in last week's 
three day trial exercise Operation 
Iceworm, Mr. Klein began working 
on stresses and strains on the draw- 
bars of the new sled, which arrived 
by rail, and which are being tested 
at present on operation Hearne. 

Mr. Klein began in 1939 to deter- 
mine the best type of ski to use on 
planes. As little data was avail-

Architect Demands 
Canadian Individuality 



Henry" DePierro, 1941 arciillcc- 
tural graduate, spent some time In 
England and France in the Cana- 
dian army. On Wednesday evening 
he gave the architects his impres- 
sions. He iound that "quaint old" 
England was fifty yean.ahead of 
Canada.. Paris was a revelation of 
what competent engineers can do 
with concrete where workmeh 
have the necessary skill. 

In Europe, he said, the general 
public was well informed on cur- 
rent movements in art, music, 
architecture. An English pamphlet 
on Picasso's works cost thirty 
cents; In Montreal a $15 book 
would be the only source of infor- 
mation. 

Canadians were mistaken, he 
felt, in looking to the United States 
for ideas but should study them 
at their source— Europe. Montreal 
should not pattern her mooted sub- 
way on Chicago or New York but 
on the far superior London "tube"^ 
or Paris ."metro."

Rolls into Action

Vancouver Is Deluged 
With Campus Paper . 
As Part Of Program 

Vancouver, Feb. 7.— (CUP)— Hie 
U.B.C. Memorial Gym Campaign 
rolled into action today with the 
printing of fifteen thousand copies 
of the college tyl-weekly newspaper, 
The Ubyssey, for distribution at 
various focal points throughout the 
greater Vancouver area. 

Pledged to raise one hundred 
thousand dollar.'s of the total five 
hundred thousand cost of the pro- 
posed Gym, stiideiit speakers are 
addressing local organizations and 
teams of students are making per- 
sonal contact with business men. 
They plan to contact two thousand 
by the end of March. 

At a recent Varsity swim meet, 
Dave Hayward, president of the 
Jokers Club, gathered fifty six 
dollars toward the drive when he 
dived fully clothed into the Crystal 
Pool. 

Intended as a memorial for the 
youth of British Columbia who 
fell In the two Great Wars, the 
new gymnasium will supplant the 
present facilities which permit 
only one-third of the recreational 
activity of the Universty. The 
existing facilities accommodate 
only six hundred students out of an 
enrolment of over seven thousand. 
Plans ^all for a swimming pool, 
two basketball courts, archery and 
rifle ranges, and an auditorium 
capacity of five thousand, among 
other things.

delay, so that the committee may 
embark upon Its fimctlons. Two 
productions ' have already been 
scheduled for an immolate start .

Viceroy Pays Visit of Farewell 
To McGill Faculty and Students 

Dr, James Welcomes Earl of Athlone 
Students Gather to Acclaim 
Royal Party

Hundreds of students acclaimed 
and bid farewell Thursday after- 
noon, with three lusty cheers, to 
His Excellency the Right Honour- 
able Earl of Athlone, retiring Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada, when hé 
made his lost official visit to Mc- 
Gill University of which he is the 
titular head. 

At 3.30 p.m. the Governor-Gen- 
eral with his aide-de-camp, the 
Right Honourable Lord Lascells, 
was met at the steps of the Arts 
Building by Principal F. Cyril 
James and conducted to the latter's 
office for tea and a very tatformal 
presentation and discussion. Sev- 
eral students were on hand to wel- 
come the distinguished visitor who 
Is in Montreal for two days before 
leaving for England. 

In the Principal's office the Gov- 
ernor-General was Introduced to 
Deans Meakin, MacMillan, Thomp- 
son and Britain, and to Richard 
Balfour, President of the Students' 
Society. After expressing the de- 
alreftô >ee a copy of the campus 
newspaper, he told the reporter for 
the McGill Daily. ."I wish this uni- 
versity all the auccess which I fore- 
see will come -to McGiU .In the 
future in both' 'learning and in 
games." During the conversations 
Athlone told of the tremendous 
growth of the Canadian cities from 
when he visited Canada for the 
first time in 1901. At. this time he

was present at the ffrst convoca 
tlon In Royal Victoria College. 

His Excellency discussed many 
problems of education with the 
members of the staff and was par 
tlcylarly interested in the roll of 
the returned man in university. 
"Courses given overseas to Cana 
dian troops by the University of 
London will have an important 
effect on post war education In 
Canada." he said, also pointing out 
that many of the prisoners of war 
In Germany had been able to take 
decrees through this service, Prin 
cloal James claimed that although 
this service was extended likewise 
to members of the Imperial forces 
in Canada, many more Canadians 
had taken advantage of courses 
given in the famous English uni- 
versities. 

. The Governor-General thought 
very highly of intercollegiate 
sports especially with football and 
hockey, which have been intro 
duced in the British Isles lately 
with great success. Lord Lascells. 
the aide-dé-camp, told of ' games in 
the prisoner of war camps in Ger 
many where he came in contact 
with many Canadians. .He is the 
nephew of King George VI, son of 
Princess Mary, the King's .'sister, 
Whether Commando -tactics would 
hâve any effect upon Catiadia 
football was lightly viewed.

To Call Meeting 
For Next Week 

Discussion Centers 
On Noi of Signatures . 
Required for Assembly 



The articles of the con- 
stitution discuiied and 
amended at yesterday's 
meeting of the Students' 
Society appear in full on 
page 2 of today's Doily.

THe Students' Society Meeting 
called yesterday to discuss propos* 
ed amendments and sub-amend- 
ments of the constitution was ad- 
journed shortly after seven p.m. 
with some ten of the twenty-eight 
proposed changes discussed and 
voted upon. A further meeting will 
be called next week, the date of 
which will be announced in The 
Dally. 

PETITIONS 

Discussion centered- mainly 
around Article VIII which concerns 
the number of signatures required 
to call a spécial meeting of the 
Students' Society and a definition 
of the numbers required to com- 
pose a quorum at a meeting of the 
Society. Only the first part o^ this 
article was discussed and the stu« 
dents voted that five-hundred stu> 
dents may. on written request, 
petition the president to call a 
meeting of the Society. 

The constitution had previously 
required only twenty-five signa* 
tures. and motions on the floor pro* 
posed number^ut^n)l^@>^ni fifty 
to f If teen-hundred:-TÀ motion pass* 
ed by the Engineering Undergrad- 
uate Society calling for three hun* 
dred signatures was defeated. 

OTHER CHANGES 

The other major change effected 
were Articles III and IV whld» con- 
cern fees paid by the male and fe- 
male members of the Students* So- 
ciety. A breakdown of these parti- 
cular cases will 'be found among 
the amendments passed which are 
listed in entirety on page 2 of to- 
day's Dally. A simplification of the 
wording of Articles II, and III, deal- 
ing with Object and Membership 
was also effected. 

Only amendments to articles II, 
HI, IV Section a of Article V. and 
Section a of Article VIII were dis- 
cussed at the meeting. After the 
discussion of the first three articles 
a motion was made and passed that, 
due to the shortage of time. Article 
Vlil be discussed immediately. 

This .part of the discussion took 
the major part of the two hours 
the meeting was In session and the 
five hundred figure appears to have 
been a compromise between fac- 
tions supporting requirements of 
fifty, three hundred and fifteen 
hundred signatures to caU a meet- 
ing ot. the Students' Society.

At last night's Students' Society meeting a 
good deal of unnecessary feeling was displayed 
on the part of those students involved more di- 
rectly in tlv fight for and against the amend- 
ments and subamendmcnts under discussion. It 
seems to us, that the conclusions arrived at 
after two hours of argument could have been 
reached with far less excitement. It is to be 
hoped thflb.tlic ne.\t meeting wll avoid some of 
these time-wasting harangues. 

The entire Jnccting was distinguished by a 
good deal of mutual distrust among students. 
One faction seemed to be busy throwing the 
term "Communist" at anotiicr, while the others 
were intent on interrupting everybody- else's 
speeches. It is none of our business to pat stu- 
dents on the head and tell them that \vc disap- 
prove of such conduct, for after all, we are all 
part of the same Society; but surely it should 
be possible to conduct the meeting with a little 
more restraint. ' 

The first few minutes of the meeting prom- 
ised good progress Inst night. But with the first 
Eub-amendment, proposing that a clause be in- 
cluded into our constitution, providing that 
other members of the Students' Society be per- 
mitted to represent the University on official 
occasion bèsidea the President, the. meeting 
seemed to disintegrate. The particular discus- 
sion which caused the change of atmosphere 
Bccmed to us to be a little irrelevant If a man 
is regarded to be the' right person to be Presi- 
' dent of the Society, he should be ualificd to rep- 
resent us; if however the Students' Society 
wants another member to represent the Univer- 
sity, such a move would always be possible 
without special clauses in the constitution. With 
the defeat of this subamendment the i^iecting 
became a free-for-all, despite the efforts of the 
President. Seizing on uncertain points of pro- 
cedure and using simple heckling as their meth- 
ods, there were few members who did not join 
into the general fight. The result of this was, 
that the meeting dealt with less than half the 
business on the agenda. 

At next week's meeting tho most important 
issiie remains to be decided. As several speak- 
ers from the floor pointed out last night, the 
number of student-signatures required to call a 
meeting' is far less important than the quorum 
required to make the meeting official. It is to 
bo hoped that this issue as well as the several 
'Other amendments 'and subamendments can be 
dealt with more efficiently next week. 

^Onc method of procedure which we hope to 
see improved next week, is the way in which 
votes arc counted.
